TROY FORT STEVENS,

Portland Detective Made the
Captare After Berving a
Short Enlistment,

According lo the story that comes to
The Astorian in an Indirect way from a
man who s connected the Fort Btev.

enn, the arrest of the three men who
are pow locked up In the guardhouse
awnlting trinl by courtmartial for at-

tempting to irn the post wan o clever
niece of work on the part of a4 Porl-
lund officer, said to be Detective Bime
mong. It i sald that the arrest of the
three men will bring out all the facts |
In connection with the Incendlarism, |
and that the gullty persons will e |
glven the punishment they ro richly |
denerve,

Far months pa#t «forts to burn the
fort wore perlodically made, and so
daring and mysterfous were the r.lp--l'-:
atlons of the Incendlaries that getieral |
nlarm was fot at the post. Guards |
were doubled and every olhet possible !
precoution was tuken to catch the of-
fendars, bul, despite (e watchfulness
of the officers and Lroops, the attsmpts |
continued. A week ago the incendiar-
lew again tried to destroy the fort. but
the fre was extinguished before It had
dons much damage. |

The detective who brought about the
arrest of the men Ie sald to have come
to Astoria and remalned for several
days, making the scqualntance of wol-
Alers,  Later he went to the porl and
onlisted.  After n short stay he satls-
fied himself of the guilt of ane of the |
men, with whom he became quite
friendly. On pay day delective uulz
ruspect received thelr money, and, sol-
dler-1ike, came to the city to gpend it
While here the detective told the sol-
dler he Intended deserting, and the sol-
dier becama confidentinl enough to tell |
the offleer that he, too, had planned to !
leave the marmy. 1L was agreed that
hath should leave together, and the |
Portland train carried them out the fol-
lowing night.

At Portland the suspect unbosomed
himself to the detective. He sald he
was the ringleader of the Incendiaries
and that he had planned the fires, and
even wenl so far as to give the namss
of his confederates. After getting a
damaging confession from the man, the
detective disclosed his dentity and
placed the soldier under arrvest. On

telegraphic instructions from the de-
tective, the arrest of® the accomplices
followed. The ringleader wan brought
back (o the post and forked up there
with the other men.

It s imposeitle Lo slate Jjust when the
trial of the soldiers will he held, but
that the right men have been arrested
weems cortaln, Bo far as has been
learaed, the men have given no reagon
for Lheir efforts to burn the post.
